HONG KONG AND THE NEW 


HERE Ix a wide path from 
Little dong Kong which 
ascends the. hill on the western 


side of the cultivated valley on the 
tar side af which, Is the Shouson 
Chow eatate. Presently it is joined 
by another wide path coming down 
from Wong-nel-chong gap and then 
it leada up to the brow of a hill 
from where a good view of Deep 
Water Bay can be observed before 
descending to the Golf House.

The 
flower ‘aplkes, about 1 Inch In 
length and white {n golour, were 
very like the central spike of an 
arum flower, but differed in being 


_unlsexun)l, The ripe female spikes 
were crowded with small green 
berries each containing one seed. 


These, when chewed up small, be- 
trayed the presence of those pun- 
gent. aromatic resins and . oils to 
which the characteriatle flavour of 
pepper {4 due. The plant proved to 
“be Piper aarmentoaum and, this Is 
the only focality in the Colony given 
in “Dunn and Tuteher”, for. this 
species.

Thysanotus Chinensis 

At the very top of the rise over- 
looking Deep Water Bay oa most 
interesting find was made <A 
number of small plants, very like 
those of wild onfons, with long 
narrow rush-like Jenves about a 
foot long and ‘flower stalks term- 
inating in an umbel of buds and 
flowers, Each open flower had 
three violet petals very heavily 
fringed with purple halrs. This fs 
the only locality on Hong Kong 
island given in-“D. and T.” for this 
apecics, In “Flora Hongkongensis” 
pub, 1861, p. 372, Bentham des- 
crlbes this species os a new one. 
He writes “na genus entirely’ Aus- 
tralinn, ‘except the following 
species. I describe this from a 
specimen gathered on the continent 
of 8, China. and transmitted to me 
by Dr. Hance as having also been 
found by himself in Hong Kong. 
It too closoly resembles the 7. 
chrysantherus, F. Mull, from N. 
Australia, in follage, Inflorescnece, 
flowers and fruit, to be, generically 
separated on account of the want 
of tt, fringe to the petals.” The 
flowers found by us this Inst week 
quite definitely had’ this fringe to 
the petals which was not preaent In 
the flowers examined more than 70 
yenrs ago by Bentham. An Inter- 
esting botanical lnk between Hong 
Kong and Australia, : 
Fragrant White Flowers 

Two plants with sweet ‘amelling 
white flowera were noted on the 
same walk, A shrub seen near the 
beginning of the walk, on the way 
up on the right side proved to be 
Randia sinensis a -member of the 
Rublateae, Many Randins are 
cultivated in the tropies on account 
of the beauty and fragrance 
their large trumpet-like 
This Chinese speclea would not be 
worth cultivating save in a hedgo 
for it possesses pairs of stout 
atralght thorns. The flowers, about 
1 inch in length, are very like those 
of the wild Gardenta florida save 
that they are much smaller; they 
also possess the snme type of frag- 
rance, The Jeaves are in opposite 
palra,_shiny_.green,_oblong._Inn- 
ceolate; the flowers are in terminal 
cymes (usually only one or two are 


jopen at the same time) and are fol- 


lowed by clusters of small berries 
very similar to those of the honey- 
suckle, ' 

The other was a plant of tho 
climber Jasminium panteuatum, 
the commonest of the local species. 
It is easy to recognise as the pin- 
nate leaf possesses three smooth 
and shining lanccolnte , leaflets. 
The flowers are white, sweet smell- 
ing, in loose terminal panicals, 
They are followed later in the year 
by ovold berries about % inch long 
which are unusual and distinctive 
because they are Jet black in colour.
